Prior to the tekeooff these planes ware refucled 
in most cases from two tank trucks » one being parked in front of each enpine, 
A.ter refuclixg,the planes taxied individually to the take-off point at the

(1) The number of type 27 planes stationed at the field is unknown. While more 


. than 30 such planes were observed at the field prior to 5 May 1951, several

__. previously stationed at the field are believed to be still thore, 

(2) The purpose of the blister had not yet been determined. Tt is tibevwise 
unlmown how many of the planes stationed in Oranienburg are fitted with such 
a blister. Two sources observed that the crew meubers boarded the plane 
through the bottom. ; 

(3) These observations and the information contained in paragraph 8 of the present 
report indicate that type-~27 planes are fitted with nicht flying instruments 
and that the crews of these planes have urderrons training for instrument 
flying with this type of aircraft.
